. , . The Second Cable. 

So maohrabBorbod had tbe Old and 
iCew World beoome in the triumphant 
BUOcesB of thei Atlantic Cable of 1866, 
that the trndertaking of the protieding 
year hadalmoBt become; a thing ot tho 
paBti and that Boienoe could taohiovc a. 
still greater marv.el by reEurrecting 
the sunken' wire from the "vasty deep" 
and. causing it to fiiMl its uneomploled 
mission, was barely aooeptod as a pou- 
Bibility, far lesB a probability. Yot tho 
genius and undaunted' pluck ol' the 
great minds ougaprod in tho \v ork, have 
ovorcomo all obstaclos. Tho bed ot the 
mighty ocoan, three tbouaand nine 
hundred yards below tho surlaoe, is 
now, for tho practical purposos oi' Bci. 
enoe, as futhomablo an tho banks oi 
Newfoundland. Tho Cablo has not 
only boon found, but raised over two 
miloB to tho surface, and at our hitosi 
advices tlio noble Groat liusluru wub 
steaming towards Heart's Content to 
oompleto tho submorgiuy ol tlio re- 
maining ono third of tho cbaia. The 
history of last year's undertaking and 
its unhappy termination, will furnish 
some intorusting episodes in tlio an- 
nals of Ocean Telegraphing. Never, 
perhaps, was tho unswerving pcrso'^ 
veranco and indomitable energy of 
iho Anglo-Saxon more forciuly dis- 
played than in tho oO'orts mado to re- 
cover tho lost treasure. Sailing from 
Vnlontiaon iho 23d Jaly, with tlio 
Bhoro end spliced, tho Groat Eustoru 
oontiudod on her voyage and had paid 
out 1212 miles ot cable, whoa it 
parted at noon on tho 2d August, 
606 miles from Heart's Content and 
1063 from Y:i!entia. Two previous 
faults had boon detected, but the 
defective parts were recovered and 
made good. The final rupturo oc- 
curred through an attempt to remedy 
a partial loss of insulation that had 
been discovered. The ship was stopped 
to recover that portion of tho cable iu 
-which the fault lay, computed to be 
six miles astern; tho cablo was 
passed from tho stern to the bow of 
the ship, and after getting in two 
milos of tho cable, the fault being still 
overboard, tho cable broko about ton 
yards inboard of the wheel at the 
bow, and dashed, together with tho 
hopes of all on board, into tho sea. 
Tho foUowiiig description of tho part- 
ing of tho cablo, is from the diary of 
one of the engineers : "The wind had 
shifted and Cuptain AnderBon found 
it almost impossible to keep the ship's 
head so as to give a chance to the ' oas 
bio to keep up and down. Tip, how- 
ever, came the cable, and the wire- 
rope over tho wheel together; and 
those engaged in directing its move- 
ments saw that it had boon consider 
ably damaged, and woio congratulat- 
ing themselves that the injured part 
was. on board, when suddenly a jerk 
was,giyea to the dynamometer, Avhicli 
indicated a strain of Bomething like 
sixty cwt. Away the cable, wire- 
rope, and ohaini-shackling flew off the 
larger T^wbeel on to ono of the 
ismaller Vjiwheels; and, just as it 
passed the instrument which had 
measured the severe test to whioh it 
bad been Bubjeoted, snapped with a 
booming sound, and dashed into tho 
Bea, leaving a curl of eccentric foam 
after it." The sensation produced on 
board by this untoward event, may be 
readily conceived. Mr Canning, the 
indefatigable Chief Engineer, rushed 
into the saloon whore most of the 
gentlemen wore seated at lunch and 
with an expression on his face which 
told how deeply he was moved, exi 
claimed "it's all over; tho cable has 
parted 1" Mr Cyrus Field followed, 
and with admirable composure and 
fortitude, conveyed tho sad intelli- 
gence. 'All were on deck in a 
moment, and tho scene was one 
never to be forgotten. The 
men who. were engaged in the 
bows of the ship had wandered list- 
losuly aft after the accident, and in 
their sad countenanoos could be at 
once Been the effect whioh the dir.as- 
ter had on their minds. A doox) si- 
lence prevailed. The ship was drift- 
ing away over the course of the 
cable. The Atlantic wan Tas culm and 
as placid as a lako, its very .slilluourt 
adding to tho moianciioly v.'iiich pur- 
vadod all. Groups siood abuut m 
variouB positions on tho vast declc ut 
the great ship, condoling with oacli 
other on tho misfortune which had 
occurred. "I have put into the en- 
terprise my all," said one; " but willi 
God's blesBing I shall livotoneo tlio At- 
lantic Cable laid, iti spite ol wlial, lias 
occurred, I am niore than ever satisliod 
of the practicability of laying it." 
"Lot us not despair," exclaimed Cyrus 
Field, "I havo scon wor«o disastors 
than this in Atlantic lolegrapliy, and 
I know wo must eventually iiuccood. 
I havo but a small stake in tliin w - 
dertakiog aB oompftrpd with others "; 



lie afiaf^aYdalflaid to a friend— "but 
1 am more tbaa ever satisfied that the 
cable oa&i bo,; 'BuooeBBtnUy..daid, ;:aDd 
there are^en in England who will not 
fail to give ua the means to do so 
when thoy know the truth." How 
truly were Mr Fields' prediotiona ven 
ifiedl The day was a day of mearm 
ing on board, but there was a quiet 
settled purpoBO''''^and determination 
upon the face of Mr Canning which 
showed that he would leave nothing 
undone j and with thorough (English 
pluck he resolved to sweep tho track 
in which the Cablo lay, in tho hope 
of bringing it up from a depth exceed. 
ing two nautical miles. Never for a 
moment losing his self possession, ho 
luonnts the bridge, confers with the gal« 
hint Captr-in, and soon it is announced 
that they had resolved to grapple for 
the Cablo. Thepossibihty of succood- 
iiig in the attempt at a depth of 
2500 fatlioms, seemed inorodiblo, when 
tVom 400 to COO fathoms was tho 
greatest depth at which cables had 
boon grappled in the Moditorranoan. 
Tlio oxporioncod chief however at 
onco issued his orders, and tliou it 
was that the functions of thoso skiN 
till navigators, Captain Anderson, 
and staff, Commander Moriarty wore 
oailod into requisition, in order to 
ascertain the position in which tho 
wiro Cablo lay; Theship was stoorod in 
an easterly direction to windward, 
tor the purpose of drifting down with 
tlio grapnel across tho track of tho 
Cablo. After steaming semo I I miles 
the grapnel attached to a wiro rope, 
was let go and wont down to tho un- 
known caverns of the deep in search 
of a priiiO worth with all its bo- 
longinga £1,000,000. In two hours 
the grapnel found bottom. Wo can only 
briefly recount the result. On the 
following day tho Gable was hooked ; 
the hopes of all on board ran high as 
tho object came kindly up, hut alas ! 
when 2,200 yards of rope had boon 
hauled in, and tho Cablo lifted 1,200 
yards, a swivel gave way, and away 
went 1,800 yards of ropo with the 
Cablo to the bottom. Nothing daun- 
ted, those stout hearted men made a 
second, u third, and a fourth attempt, 
and succeeded each time in partially 
raising tho Cablo, when owing to the 
insuflicioncy of their raising tackle 
and gear, similar mishaps bofol them, 
aud having lost all their rope, they 
were reluctantly compelled to point 
ibe ship's bow towards England. The 
feelings of the scientific men engaged 
can bo imaginedj as the Gable each 
time promised an obedient surrender 
to its masters, and when half way on 
its upward journey Bome unfortunate 
swivel would give way, and whizzs 
ing into the air like a rocket, 
would lash its tail with fury aud 
dive down litader the frowning bow's 
of the ship, leaving them disconsolate 
Spectators of the weary waste of 
Waters. Tho engineers and other 
praotical men on board, on their res 
turn to England^ gave it as their 
opinion that an Atlantic Cable could 
not only be sqccessfully laid and 
worked, but that with sufficiently 
strong tackle, and hauling-in machi 
nery for 4000 and 5000 yards, there 
was little doubt of the possibility of 
recovering the lost end of the Cablo 
and completing the line. How far 
their opinions havo been verified, tho 
sequel shows.

— Tho Bioux chief, Standing 
BuQaio, paid u visit to the Portago last week 
but lelt again iinmediutcly, leaving three of 
bis band who, r.ccompauicd by some thirty of 
those that hate bcoa atuying iu that vicioity, 
came dowa to the Settlemeot oa Tboraday, 
25th, to have a talk with Chief Factor Glare, 
yfho alter speakiDg anbile, snde&fored to 
persnade tbcm to go back to Ibeir tribe and 
give tlieuiselvea up to the Americana at Fort 
Abercronibiu, uud that they would be kindly 
treated and forgiven. Ue aaid ihey had al- 
ways been received well hero and been sale 
while on British soil— but lol ere three hours 
had elapsed imt of their Qumber were shot 
nod mutilated by a band of Bed Lake In- 
dians, who bad been dogging tbsm (or the 
laat week, and althoagh they bad imoked'tbe 
peace-pipe, yet vfhon the Sioux started they 
followed and fired on them, and probably 
would have killed tho whole party had they 
not been slopped by ^Ir Miles McDermoil 
and others who rode out and turned them 
back. — Xor' IVeslcr. 

The Phesuvteiiian (Juuboii Sooijcty.— A 
meeting of tho friends of Rov. Mr Somer- 
ville, late pastor of the Pandora street Pres- 
byterian Cbareh, wili be held this eveniiig, 
at o'clock. It is intended, we bolieTe, to 
organize unother presbytetiaa Ohutch So- 
ciety, the friends of the Misiion in Scot- 
land having signified an intention of erecting 
a new edifice.

Dreadfii! SuQeriugs at Sea. 

The Padstow baik Jans Lowdeu, found by 
Gresham, waterxlogged and with five corpses 
on board, is Dot, as was supposed, without a 
living witness ol her fate. Mrs Casey, of 
Padstow, has forwarded to the fVcslern Morn- 
ing News letter.i rocoivcd from her husband, 
the captain ol the Jano Lowdon, and the sole 
survivor of her orew of IG, all told. He writes 
from Holland, having been conveyed tliillier 
by tho captain of tho Dutch bark Ida Kliza- 
bclh, by which he bad been taken oU liis 
vessel after iocrodiblo eulferinfja. The cap- 
taiu states thai ho was 33 days in the main- 
top of one of tho masts in his ship, and that 
during 28 days ho never tasted food. On tho 
21st December his ship filled during a heavy 
storm, and it was not until the 23d January 
tbat be was picked up. When taken ofl' his 
ship be bad been 10 days alone on the ocean, 
the last man on board having died 10 days 
before. 

Tlio Roy. J. M. Arnold gives the following 
statement, derived from tho lips of Capt. 
Oasoy himself, of tho fearful sufferings of the 
Jano Liowdeu's crew ; 

Tho Jana l owden, with 17 men and a 
cargo of wood, was procaeding from Qiiohoo 
to Palmouih, and encountered four heavy 
gales, the last on 21st December, in lat. 4U 
deg., long. 33 deg. W., which completely 
disabled her, the fearfnl seas mounting 40 
feet high, such as Capt. Casey bad never 
seen belore, carrying off everything on deck, 
and every soul on board wualied out of hor. 
Niao of crow wero thus lost, but tho captain 
and the rest of the men managed to regain 
the ship, notwithstanding it was dark, boiug 
o'clock, p. ra. They all took refuge in the 
maintop, which measured 5 feet by 4 loot,' 
VVMIe there the vessel capsized, immersing 
them in the waves, but ihoy held on, and she 
soon righted hersolt. The vessel was gradu- 
ally driven to 17 deg. W. longitude, during 
which time the poor BulTarora, having cadureu 
the pangs of huuger, and now tormunied 
with a raging thirst, had the agony of seeing 
teu vessels in ihe distance suocessivcly pass 
on ibeiroouise. In spite of Ihe captain's 
prohibition, some of the men stole down 
while ho was asleep during tho temporary 
lull, to try and slake their maddening thirst 
with the sea water, but this only increased 
their tormeut and broiight on delirium. 
Two men became violent, and the captain was 
obliged to strap them down, in which slato 
they expired. One poor lad (William 
Thomas) of 19, died on tho twellth day after 
the vessel was struok, in a qaiot delirium ; 
calling repeatedly on bis mother to give him 
a drink and to shut the door to keep out the 
cold, and, extending his hand lo shake that of 
imagined near friends, he sank peacefully to 
sleep. Anothej, Hugh Uico, died iiboat tho 
eleventh day from exposure and tho effects of 
drinking salt water. 

It may be well lo give Iho names of tho 
rest o( Ihe orew. Edwin Mabley, chief 
male, leaves a destitute family Plymouth. 
Sar.uel Bird, second mate, adddress not ro- 
moiabered, leaves a wifo and children in 
England. John Abrey, cook, leaves a wife 
only. Henry Pope, address unknown, 17 
years of age, was the main support of his 
widowed mother, and the eldest of six chiU 
dron. Evan Davies, viashed overboard, 
leaves a family at Milford. Francis Martin, 
agod 25 or so, married, died after 15 days' 
expoauro and starvaliou; befoio becoming 
doliriouR he proposed eating the dead body 
of one of tho crow which the captain for- 
Dado. Alfred Bolton, who had run away 
from Liverpool, aged 16 or 17, died delirious, 
after drlLking salt water. John Pugh, who 
married a fortnight before sailing, was 
drowned. James Griflith, James Connolly, 
of Glasgow, Thomas lienk, all young lads, 
ware drowned. William Maitland of Ply- 
mouth, young and unmarried, died alter 14 
days of exposure and starvation. Thomas 
Bowon, married, died after 15 days. Tho 
last of tho i;rew who died by the captain's 
side, was Jaraes Beatt, the carpenter; he wa.s 
hopeful till almost the last, talking within an 
hour of bis death, whieh did not take plane 
till the I8lh day. As the poor fellows sank 
ono after tho other, all dying apparently in 
their sleep, their bodies were dropped off the 
maintop on to the deck, but the last body tho 
captain kept 20 hours by his side. The 
loraptation to open a vein and drink the 
dead man'.s blood was strong upon bim, hut 
ha fiinily resisted ii, and lingered on lor 10 
miira long long days, sustaining l.is liio by 
drinking as much rain as he eould eollcot by 
lying his cravat round tho mast, and when it 
beeainc drenched, sucking il. Tlic tar thus 
absorbed with the rain, ho justly thinks 
helped to preserve him from utter exhaumiou. 
The fact loo, of his being bettor elmlied 
then his crow, ho thinks may also acnnunt 
humanly speaking, for bis marvellous prcpcr- 
vation. On the 28th night be laid himself 
flat on the maintop, as he expressed it, re- 
signing himself to his doom, whatever it might 
be, potlooily conscious of bis critioal posi- 
tion, yet not losing all hopo or hia reason, 
though his bruin became uo weak that ho 
often hoard voices calling, sorno times iu 
most piteous accents, ' Captain, captain." 
On one occasion, ho said ho distinctly heard n 
voice aay, "Ooptain, your forecastle ij blown 
away." So dislioci and clear was it that ho 
exclaimed, "Who are you?" and then,"] 
can't help it." He said he still felt that the 
God who bad extended His mercy to bim so 
long could still save bis life, and be again 
prayed that a vessel might come lo bis res- 
cue. The followin;; morning the I81I1 ot 
January, his palient hoiic was reiili/.oil lor 
tho " Ida Bli/.abctli," unknown to hiin, had 
iieorcd Ibo wreck tho previous night with tho 
intention of destroying no.\t morning so 
dangerous on object. Captain Casey, hav- 
ing now for the flrtt time sighted the ship, 
raised his feeble aim to display his oolure. 
Captain Doran, ou seeing this unexpected 
sign of life, bad the exbousted mao carefully 
conveyed on board tba Ida Elizabeth, where, 
according to his prayer, a doctor was roitdy 
to rocoivo him, who, with the captain and 
crow, showed bim the sympathy and aticn- 
lion of brothers rather ihiiii strangers. In 
uiuu days they reached Niuuwo Diop. Tho 
(loj after tho arrival ol tho Ida Elizabeth, 
Captain Casoy was removed to the .Marine 
Hospital, ntid placed in a most coniforlable 
nppartniont, ono assigned to naval olliours. 
It is hoped that in a fortnight or three weeks 
ho may be i-.blo to return 10 his home, and 
that his blackened, frost-bit(on flogura and 
loos may be cured without amputation. Ho 
is progressing lavorobly, but he is still very 
weak, and ho says ho fools h\a slrongth 
coming an slowly ua il loft him daring his 
2S days of oxpuaurs and utter privation.
